The movement to send several detachments of Atlanta’s student-cadets, 
the drum corps of the fire department and companies of the state militia to 
participate in the Taft inaugural ceremonies is commendable from every

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THE ROADWAY AS “A MONUMENT. 


There is at least interesting and significant coincidence in The Consti- 
tution’s suggestion, made some months ago, of the construction of a roadway 
py federal appropriation from Chattanooga to Atlanta in commemaration of 
perhaps the most important event of the civil war, and the action of con- 
gress the other day in taking steps looking to the building of a road from 
Washington to Gettysburg as a memoftal to President Abraham Lincoln. 
In the congressional action making an appropriation of $50,090 for a 
survey of the proposed “Lincoln Way,” the principle contained in The Con- 
stitution’s suggestion is about to become practice. 
Should congress determine upon a national memorial to President Lincoln 
in this the centenary year of his birth, its action could take no more appro- 
priate direction than the construction of a substantial roadway, which, as a 
monument, becomes both useful and permanent. 
The proposal is an excellent one; there is, perhaps, but one of its kind 
which outweighs it in the historical value which it would have, and that is 
federal construction of the road that should mark the pathway of the civil 
war's most brilliant and decisive campaign, as suggested by The Constitution. 
It has been the custom of nations in some instances to commemorate by 
the construction of roadways great exploits, rather than great men. So Na- 
poleon’s passage of the Alps is marked immutably and for ali time by the 
Simplon Pass. 
Appropriateness, fitness, therefore, would place the Chattanooga-Atlanta 
roadway project in the forefront. 
History contains no record of campaign more important in op, its bear- | 
ings or better generaled in its conduct. 
The brifliant and succeSsful march of Sherman over mountains and 
through the ‘valleys of northwest Georgia is equaled only by the masterly and 
determined defense of Johnston in opposing and checking at every point and 
against fearful odds the progress of the invader.
